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Basham Announces Bid for State Senate 


State Representative Raymond E. 
Basham (D—Taylor) has announced that 
he will run for State Senate in 2002. 
Basham will be trying to fill the 7th 
District seat being vacated by current 
State Senator Chris Dingell, who is in- 
eligible to run again due to Michigan's 
term-limits law. 

"As an elected official, | have al- 
ways considered myself an advocate 
for the people," stated Basham. "It has 
been an honor to serve the residents of 
the Downriver area in the Michigan Leg- 
islature, and| hope to continue the good 
work we have been doing. During my 
tenure in the House, | have worked on 
many issues important to area families, 
but there is much work left to do." 

Basham said that his focus in the 
Legislature has been improving the 
quality of life for Downriver families and 
strengthening services in their commu- 
nities. He is especially proud of his fight

"Clean water and air concerns con- 
tinue to pose a serious threat to our 
quality of life in the Downriver commu- 
nities," he stated. "Whether it is the 
proposed commercial hazardous-waste 
injection well, the repeated releases of 
toxic substances into our water and air, 
or the increased Canadian trash com- 
ing into our landfills, | will continue to 
fight tirelessly to protect the health and 
well-being of our families.”

vices in Michigan nursing homes. 

¢ ensure greater access and funding 
for all students in technical and vo- 
cational training programs at com- 
munity colleges so that they can 
prepare for high-tech, high-skill jobs. 

e secure better regulations and in- 
crease railroad grade separation 
funding to address serious transpor- 


by blocked railroad crossings in our 
communities. 

“The future success of our schools, 
the strength of tie economy, and the 
quality of our air and water depend on 
the ability of legislators to work across 
party lines to build consensus rather 
than separate and divide," Basham said. 
"In my time in the House, | have worked 
with my colleagues on the common 
concerns that unite us."

Athletes' Accomplishments Praised 


To the Editor: 

| would like to inform everyone about 
the great season enjoyed by the Romu- 
lus Recreation Department's Indoor 
Track Team/Split Second Track Team. 

This year, Romulus hadits first Track 
& Field All-American in Ray Graves, a 
senior at Romulus High School. Even 
though his best leap of 23'2" was good 
enough to tie the leader, Graves earned 
a silver medal instead of gold because 
ties are resolved by comparing the con- 
testants’ second-longest jumps. 

Other national qualifiers were Joey 
Wasson (who qualified in both the long 
jump and the 60-meter high hurdles) 
and Fred Harbor and Chris Middlebrooks 
(who, along with Wasson and Graves, 
teamed up for the 800-meter relay). 

Forsome strange reason, the Michi- 
gan Indoor State Meet, put on by the 
Michigan Interscholastic Track Coaches 
Association, was held afterthe National 
Meet. At the State Meet, Graves se- 
cured his claim as one of the best long- 
jumpers in the country by finishing sec- 
ond, posting a distance of 22'6". Graves 
also joined Wasson, Harbor, and Middle- 
brooks to end up fourth in the 800-meter 
relay, finishing in atime of 1:34.8. Jerome 
Roeper and Wasson were slated to 
compete in the 60-meter high hurdles, 
but false-started and were later dis- 


qualified. Wasson was one of the favor- 
ites to win, running an impressive time 
of 8.35 seconds. On the girls’ side, 
Tiffany McFarland, another Romulus 
High School student, ran the 60-meter 
high hurdles in 8.80 seconds — the 
second-fastest time for a freshman in 
state history. (The fastest time — 8.70 — 
was turned in by Tiarra Jones of Cass 
Tech in Detroit.) 

The Split Second Track Club of 
Romulus had amembership of approxi- 
mately 60 kids ranging in age from four 
to eighteen. The group got a lot of 
compliments from the rest of the state's 
running community. 

The coaching staff and the Romu- 
lus Recreation Department would like 
to thank all the kids and parents who 
were involved in this very successful 
track season.

Plan for Education Boards Is Unnecessary

Michigan citizens should fight to 
keep their state constitutional right to 
elect all the members of their state 
board of education and the governing 
boards of the University of Michigan, 
Michigan State University, and Wayne 
State University. 

Governor John Engler, in his 2001 
"State of the State" address, slipped in 
a proposal to amend our constitution to 
give his successors the power to add 
seven appointees to the eight members 
of each of these boards that are elected 
by the voters. 

The Governor's proposal is a solu- 
tion in search of a problem! 

The present process works. It fo- 
cuses attention on—and fosters healthy 
debate about -—the role of public educa- 
tion and higher education in Michigan's 
future. Popular election of board mem- 
bers provides some accountability di- 
rectly to the voters, and the biannual 
election of two members of each eight- 
member board assures some stability, 
despite the ebb and flow of Lansing 
politics. 

Engler's proposal was almost an 
afterthought, woven into his discussion 
of another proposed constitutional 
amendment to end the people's right to 
elect Supreme Court justices. 

The Governor offered an ambigu- 
ous pseudo-public policy rationale; in- 
dicated his mistrust of the democratic 
process; and referred to unnamed, but 
extraordinarily talented, individuals who 
would serve on education boards if they 
just did not have to sully themselves by 
contact with voters. 

In November 2000, | was honored 
to win in the statewide election for the 
Wayne State Board of Governors. Not 
only did | have to get the Michigan 
Democratic Party nomination, but! also 
had to travel around the state, talking to 
real people. The experience renewed 
my faith in the democratic process. 

As | appeared before community 
groups, students, senior citizens, non- 
partisan forums, editorial boards, and 
others, | was deeply impressed with 
how much people knew about Wayne 
State, the importance of higher educa- 
tion to their own — and their children’s — 
future, and how much they cared about 
its availability, quality, and cost. 

Don't be fooled: ordinary citizens 
around our state know a great deal and 
they helped educate me as acandidate. 
The issues they raised with me helped 
shape the initiatives | am taking as a 
new member of the Wayne State Board 
of Governors. 


Governor Engler basedhis proposal 
for appointed education board positions 
on the notion that there are individuals 
somewhere in Michigan who, in his 
words, are “highly qualified” and could 
make "outstanding contributions." He's 
right; and for these boards, voters vote 
for them at election time. 

Michigan is fortunate to have three 
great nationally recognized universities 
that are uniquely independent of the 
other structures of government. Each of 
these universities has an effective presi- 
dent who was chosen by an elected 
governing board and is working hard to 
advance the future of our state’s higher 
education system. 

History shows that, for the most 
part, Michigan's independently elected 
education boards have been composed 
of capable and conscientious people 
who gave their time with no compensa- 
tion, got very little credit for what they 
accomplished, and were effective stew- 
ards of these institutions. Moreover, 
most prior board members have set 
aside party affiliation to work together 
as advocates for whichever institution 
the individual was elected to represent. 

Public education boards do notneed 
"talented" individuals who do not want 
to get their hands dirty by participating 
in the political process, or do not have 
the time to meet citizens, reveal their 
views, and test their proposals in the 
marketplace of ideas that is the founda- 
tion of our democratic system. Contrary 
to the Governor, | do not think Michigan 
citizens benefit from giving up the public 
education institutions they support and 
finance to such elite individuals. 

Moreover, university boards do not 
need people tootimidto puttheirnames 
on the ballot, expose their qualifications 
and their ideas to public review, and risk 
losing an election. Harry Truman used 
to say, "If you can't stand the heat, get 
out of the kitchen.” 

Michigan's constitution should not 
be amended to pack our state educa- 
tion boards with appointees. 

The present system has served Citi- 
zens well for more than 50 years. The 
Governor's latest proposal is unwise 
and unnecessary. There is nothing to 
fix!
